A new outlook was what shaped the ’93 Crag. The editorial staff opted to get back to basics by 
using a classic black marble cover and a marble pop print on divisions. 

Six hundred copies of the 1993 Crag were printed by Taylor Publishing Company of Dallas, 
Texas. The Crag sold for $30. 

The 9x12 book contains 200 pages printed on 801b Westvaco Litho Gloss Il. The Smyth bound 
book is rounded and backed. Eight pages of the Crag are printed in four-color; 8 pages are 
printed with Teal #19. 

All copy was keyed into four IBM-PC computers which were housed in the publications room 
at TA. Captions were set in eight point bold solid; folios in 18 point. Division page body copy 
was set in 14-point Chancery; headlines were 96-point Chancery Bold. Student life typestyle 
featured body copy in 12-point Athena, headlines in 60-point Tiffany Heavy Italic, subheads in 
24-point Tiffany Heavy Italic, division copy in Jefferson Script, and folios in Athena Bold. 
Clubs /Classes body copy was set in 12-point Korinna, headlines in 84-point Korinna Bold Italic, 
subheads in 30-point Korinna Italic, and folios in Nouveau Bold. Sports body copy was set in 10- 
point Malibu typeface with 96-point headlines and 18-point folios in Malibu Bold. People 
featured 18-point Opus body copy with underclassmen headlines in 60-point Opus Bold and 
seniors in Opus Bold Italic. Ads featured a variety of typefaces. 

Cover art and Endsheet art was provided by Lelia Crabtree of Taylor Publishing Company. 
The cover features an original laminated lithographed two-color design. Onyx Black and 
Shimmering Silver Foil were utilized on Lithocote endsheet stock. 

The Crag staff thanks Principal Mike Loso for his much needed support, and for issuing the 
directive which got our bulletin board hung; no longer will it plague us by falling on people. 
Gentry studios provided individual portraits, and once again managed to enlarge our Opening 
and Student Life dominants at incredible speeds for that nasty Color Deadline.
